used by the great prophet of — 


Exile implies a perpetual 
readiness, on the part of the God- 
fearing man, to obey the will of 
his Creator, a constant apprehen- 
sion lest he be guilty of rebellion 
against the demands of the Abso- 
lute. It was a happy choice that 
the famed sixteenth-century teacher 
Eliezer Azikri made for the title 
of his manual of devotion, describ-

Haredim, “The Book of Those 
Who Tremble,” after these verses 
in Isaiah. In Modern Hebrew the 
term “ Orthodox,” with its rather

to answer questions on important 
religious matters in Tae Jewisu

- from Ilford, Hendon, and Euston, Of 


the 804 voters in Muswell Hill, only 
about a hundred and fifty actually 
live there, the rest are from districts 
as far away as E.7, N.20, N.W.7, 
Streatham, too, has 
many more people from Dalston or 
N.16 than local residents.” 

Mr. Mindel also pointed out that 
while Glasgow had eight polling 
Stations, Manchester. ‘had only been 
provided with half that number. 

When Mr. Bakstansky was asked

1,000 people should be allocated to a 
polling station it was unavoidable

Hamizrachi, should be allowed to have 
their. legitimation cards re-endorsed 
for polling stations of their. own 
choice. 


No Agreement 


To this. the Mizrachi would not 
agree. Said Mr. Mindel: “We are

EXHIBITIONS AID 


By F. G. STONE 


Marlborough Fine Art has. moved 
into new premises at 39 Old Bond 
Street, opposite the old ones, and has 
opened with two exhibitions in aid of 
the Central. British Fund for Jewish 
Relief and Rehabilitation and the 
Refugee Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs in 
Israel. The first is a collection of 18 
of the 37 portraits that Van Gogh 
painted of himself. They were 
painted within the years 1885 to 1888, 
two of which he spent with his 
brother in Paris, and they remind one 
of how different Vincent looked to 
different people, for he. obviously 
looked very different to himself even 
within this compact period. It was a 
period of technical advance, and these 
are portraits of a man very much at 
work, his eyes concentrated. 

Absorbing as this exhibition is, 
there is an even better one upstairs 
worthily entitled Important 19th- 
century French Masters.

Israel's Minister for Religious 
Affairs, Rabbi Jacob Toledano, whose 
death i; reporfed on page one, was 
at the centre of political controversy 
ya since he joined the Cabinet in 
1958. 

When the National Religious Party 
the Coulton Government over 
Mr. Ben-Gurion s interpretation of 

‘«who is A Jew?” probiem, 
Rabbi loledano accepted the Prime 
Minister's invitation. tO Serve as 
winister for Religious Affairs. His 
colleagues in the Chief Rabbinate and 
the National Religious Party 
denounced his action and openly 

nosed him. 
continued as Minister for 
Religious Affairs even after the 
elections to the Fourth Knesset when 
the problem ol “ Who Is A Jew eae 
was solved according to the Halacha 
and the National Religious Party 
returned to the Government. 

For several months Rabbi Toledano 
had been engaged im a_ political 
sruggic with the Chief Rabbinate and 
the National Relignous Party over 
procedure for the election of new 
Chiel Rabbis of Israel. 

Jacob Moshe Toledano was born 
Tiberias in 1880. His family 
traced its ancestry through 17 genera- 
tions to the days of the Spanish 
Inquisition and the exile of the Jews 
from Spain. From an early age he 
proved himself to be a gifted student — 


‘of the Torah. 


During the First World War Rabbi 
Toledano was sent to Corsica, where 
he organised the community of exiled 
Jews and with his help all of them 


\ 


returned to Palestine during the Man- 
date. He later held rabbinical posi- 
tions in Alexandria, Tangiers, and 
Cairo, After he returned to Palestine 
in 1942 he was elected the Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi of Tel Aviv. He stood 
for election as the Sephardi Chief 
Rabbi of Israel but was defeated by 


Rabbi Isaac Nissim; He blamed this 
defeat on the National Religious 
Party and thenceforth dissociated 
himself from that party. uae 
His marriage to a 25-year-old 


widow in April, only three months 


after the death of his first wife 


aroused much criticism in Israel, but | 


Rabbi Toledano maintained tha: the 
marriage had been in accordance with 


the traditions of Oriental communi- 


ties.

October issue of “The Courier,” 
monthly magazine, is 
devoted entirely to racism, 
social cancer of our time.”

The envoy did not comply 
with this request. 

Klingenfuss was indicted with 
Rademacher at Nuremberg in 1952. 
Watching the trial from his cosy 
Argentine nest and noting the ridicu- 
lously light sentence, which had been 
meted out to Rademacher, he offered 
to come forward to testify. at 
Rademacher’s appeal. 

It js more than likely that he knew 
of Rademacher’s plan to flee the 
country: when he made this gesture.

This ‘follows a decision by Israel 
and Ghana not to renew the instruc- 
tors’ contract when it expires on 
March 31 next. The new develop- 


ment is a result of sharp British com.. 


petition and protracted Egyptian anti- 
Israeli propaganda. 

A few months ago, following an 
aircraft accident, in which an Israeli 
instructor and a Ghanaian cadet were 
killed, the Egyptians immediately 
alleged that it was the fault of Israeli 
instructors. President Nkruma paid 
no attention to their allegations, 


especially after an inquiry commission | 


laid the blame: on the poor quality 
of the Indian training-aircraft used. 
This finding -brought to an end the 
services of the Indian Commander of 
the Ghana Air Force. He was tem- 
porarily replaced by the British 
Supreme Commander of the Ghana 
Army, General. Alexander. 

Following further. conversations 
between the Governments of Britain

SRAEL LIPKIN (Salanter) was 

born in Lithuania on Novem- 

her 3, 1810. His father, Rabbi 
Wolf Lipkin, a descendant of a 
famous .line of scholars and him- 
a. Talmudist of distinction and 
an author of rabbinic works, was 
his teacher, and from his child- 
hood onwards Israel Lipkin showed 
4 truly remarkable aptitude for the 
traditional Jewish studies of 
Talmud and rabbinical literature. 
As was the custom at that time, 
he married when stil a very young 
man the daughter of a prominent 
Jew, Jacob Eisenstein, and. settled 
in Salant. the place of residence of 
his wile. Israel’ Lipkin developed 
to such a remarkable extent that he 
soon became famed throughout the 
area as one of the greatest scholars 

In Salant he became the leader 
of a small group of. students ‘and 
merchants, who devoted some time 
each day to the study of Musar ; 
but his fame. was already spreading 


-as a Talmudist of.rare quality, and 
“at the age of thirty he was called 


to Vilna to become the Principal 
of the well-known Meilis academy. 


Popularising the Talmud 


His:sphere of communal activity 
was not a limited one. . Hts: aetivi- 


ties extended to many communities 
and his schemes, such as the popu- 
larising of the Talmud by publish- 
ing a dictionary of the Talmud in 
Yiddish, or. the project to petition 
the Government of ‘Germany: to 
recognise the teaching of Talmud 


asa supplement to mathematics, all. 


indicate. the. forward-looking mind 
which. was frequently ahead. of 
its “generation: Everywhere he 
travelled,. whether ‘in Lithuania. 
Germany, or “France, he. became 
deeply involved with the needs and 
problems of the community, even 


though his: position was never an 


official one. His death occurred on 
February 2,-1883,-in Koenigsberg. 


There’ ‘are. numerous. stories 


told of Rabbi Israel Salanter,. and 


here is one of them, indicating the 
saintliness and character of the man. 


When Rabbi Salanter was stay-- 


ing in Vilna an epidemic of cholera 
broke out... As the Day of Atone- 


ment was approaching. he began - 


to fear lest the Fast should weaken 
the resistance of the Jewish popu- 
lation and» make: -them:. more 
susceptible ‘to -disease. After. con- 
sulting doctors, who. assured him 
that this was Rabbi Israel 
decided that the correct course of 
action was to abrogate’ the Fast. 
act was in “accordance with 
Jewish law, yet none of the rabbis 
in Vilna was sufficiently courageous 


to declare publicly that the Fast was — 
abrogated. 


Rabbi Israel was. not 
an official rabbi in- Vilna and-would 
never pronounce judgment on. any 
Mailer-of ritual, even in his own 
home, but would: refer the problem 
lo a- rabbi of the town.

It is well nigh impossible to give 
a summary of the Musar Move- 
ment, which he founded. in a brief 
article, but certain salient features 
can be described. The Musar 
Movement is often described as the 
Moralist Movement,” though’ a 
scant knowledge of it will suffice to 
show that this title is both 


inadequate and misleading. 


Since the eleventh century a 
large religious-ethical literature 
had grown up which aimed at guid- 
ing and exhorting man to lead a 
life of ethical purity and godliness. 
This literature, which. comprises 
some of the classical works of 


Jewish religious thought, was. well 
known to the Jewish people and. 
was widely if not regularly read. 


lt was upon the basis of this litera- 
ture that Rabbi Israel Salanter 
organised his Movement in the 


.hineteenth century ; but it would be 


an error to assume that the purpose 


of the Movement was. merely. to 
study this literature and be inspired 


by it. 7 

The -theoretical basis ‘of the 
Musar Movement was that the first 
step towards knowing. God is that 
man should know. himself. . There 
can be no purity in: thought: and 
action where there is self-deception. 


Until: man has conquered _ his 


Special 


passions and is the complete master 


of himself he is incapable of Jead- 
ing the true life of service of God, 


Since he is neither capable of per- 


ceiving the truth nor of pursuing 
it. But how is man to know him- 
self? . How shall he .acquire the 
strength to master his weaknesses ? 


‘The answer given by Rabbi Israel 


and his followers was : the study 
of Musar. But by the term 
“ study” they did not mean the 
customary form of reading and 
understaading ; that was hopelessly 
insufficient as- a means of achiev- 
ing the desired result. A_ passion 
will yield only to another passion, 
and the study of Musar, therefore, 
had to be converted. into a rousing 
emotional experience with no long 


intervening period between eath— 
emotional exercise. 


In. addition. 
Students had to lead a of 


self-discipline, introspection, and 
austerity. | 
Method of Study 
The ‘originality of the Musar 


Movement lies not in its. purpose, 
not in the 


medium, but tn its 
method. The method of studying 
Musar and the establishment of 
Musar . conventicles was 
such a novel feature in the life of 
Lithuamian Jewry’ that Musar 
students almost became a distinct 
group known as the * Musarnikes,” 
and for a time aroused the opposi- 
tion of some Orthodox. rabbis; who 
viewed with alarm the growth of 
what they dreaded might become a 
new sect. | 


for granted are neglected. 


But has Musar any meaning for 
a modern twentieth-century com- 
munity ? think it has great 
deal, and 1 shall emphasise one 
main principle. In Jewish religious 
thought, and this is not a 
specifically Jewish characteristic, 
the obvious is often disregarded 
and those truths which are taken 
It has 


been the complaint of Jewish 
-moralists in all ages that those who 
devote themselves to “Holy 


studies become absorbed in the 
legal arguments of the Talmud or 
homiletical discussion to such an 
extent that the pursuit of true piety, 
the real. purpose of life, is almost 
completely neglected. The first and 
obvious value of the Musar Move- 
ment was that it reaffirmed in an 
authoritative manner the truth 
which forms the basis of the truly 


godiy life, that piety demands 
application, zeal, and constant 


Study to no less an extent than 
the intellectual pursuits. 
The Jewish people of the 


eighteenth and nineteenth centuries 


were scholarship-conscious to an 
enormous degree. The scholar was 


‘respected and admired : intellectual 


achievement. covered all  short- 
comings. To bea profound Tal- 
mudist meant that one possessed 
more than ample compensation for 
serious. deficiencies. Until 
the eighteenth century over 70 per 


of Jewish books. published 


dealt exclusively with the Halacha. 


Now while it is clear to. any student 


of Halacha that the ethics of the 


Talmud are’ interwoven. in~ the 
texture of Halacha, nevertheless. 
constant occupation ina study 


which is highly intellectual, exercis- 
ing only the faculties of the mind, 
can easily. result m an attitude 
which judges a man’s worth by 
what he Knows and not by what 
he is. 

The Musar Movement reintro- 


duced the true sense of values. The 


subjugation of evil passion, self- 


influence of the 


. degree of austerity. 


improvement, avoiding self-decep- 


tion, in short, the building of 
character, was the keynote of the 
Movement.’ Additional strength 
was given to this trend by the, fact 
that the men who were stressing 
that scholarship without good and 
virtuous. behaviour is to be con- 
demned were themselves among 
the outstanding scholars of their 
age. Had the standard-bearers of 
the Musar doctrine been of lesser 


Stature the anti-Musar storm would 


undoubtedly have been more 


violent; as it was, the opposition 


was of such a size that Rabbi Israel 
Salanter was well able to bear it. 


Movement’s Influence. 


It is true that the number of 
active Musar students was never 
large. That is not to be taken, 
however, as an admission that the. 
movement 
small and confined to. a narrow 
circle; the Musar life was never 
intended. to be and could never 
become a mode of life for the 
multitude, but the knowledge of the 
principles taught by the movement 
were known outside the confines. of 
the avowed . followers of 
Israel. A. movement, though it 
remains one of restricted propnr- 
tions, is still capable of exerting 4n 
influence upon the community in 
general, since it sets standard 
which can raise the general level 
of life. The extent to which the 
ordinary man will abstain from. 
surfeit will often depend upon the 
degree of asceticism in the life of 
the exalted few. | Ascetics, though 
not. emulated by the mass. of 
people, can, if they live among the 


people, raise the general standard 


of religious life from that. of self- 
indulgence to that of a. certain 
Musar raised

Hellenistic Civilization and the 
Jews. By Victor Tcnerikover. 
Translated by S. AppELBAUM, Phila- 
delphia and Jerusalem: Jewish. Publi- 
cation Society and the Magnes Press. 


The .book under review js a 
scholarly summary, revision, and 
extension. of the late . Professor 
Teherikover's earlier publications. Its 
first part deals with Hellenistic 
civilisation. in Palestine, its second 
with Hellenistic civilisa- 
ion in the Diaspora. Both cover the 
time from Alexander the Great to 
the beginning of the Roman epoch of 
Jewish history. 

Discriminating use of papyri and 
ostraca and of the relevant ancient 
and modern literature enable the 
author to give a thoroughly compe- 


tent . account of the religious, 
economic,. and political: background 


of the period. 
emerges a fascinating over-all picture 
Of Jewish history within. the. frame- 
work of Hellenistic civilisation. 


Assimilation 


Early assimilation: for instance, is - 


illustrated by a letter which belongs 
to. the third 
Tobiah, a rich landowner of Trans- 
jordan and founder of the family of 
-the. Tobiads, the well-known. tax- 
collectors, writes to Apollonius, then 
Minister. of Finance to. Ptolemy IL 
Philadelphus, and greets his high pro- 


tector in Egypt with the formula 
“Many thanks to the gods.” Gradu- 


ally, Greek names, sometimes. derived 
from pagan deities, supplant Hebrew 
ones. and: occasionally the documents 
speak of Apollonius called 
Jonathan,.or.a Heras called Ezekiel.

It was only shortly before the 
Hasmonean uprising that Hellenisa- 
tion led to a deliberate spurning of 
Jewish traditions and to thorough- 
going religious, . constitutional, and 
educational reforms, Against a pay- 
ment of 150 talents to Antiochus IV, 
Jason the High Priest was allowed to 
build a gymnasion and ephebeion in 
Jerusalem and “to register her peopie 
as Antiochenes.” With a number of 
other scholars Tcherikover interprets 
this to mean that Jason received per- 
mission to convert Jerusalem into-a 
Greek polis, henceforth to be called 
Antioch. He thus became for the 
first time in the history of the High 
Priesthood a roval official, 
solely dependent on the king's favour. 
As such he had to organise the boule 
and the demos, the council and the 
people, the two majn pillars of the 
structure of every Greek 
city. We are reminded that gymnastic

By “GREEN FLAG” 


~NEW 


The fast few days have seen 
some important decisions 
announced im respect of new 
Transatlantic liners. At long last, 
the Government has acceded to 
the recommendations of the coni- 
mittee presided over by Lord 
Chandos that a replacement for 
the: ageing Queen Mary is now 
vitally necessary and that official 
monetary support be forthcoming 
for the project. The new ship 
will be of some 75,000 tons, some- 
what smaller than the Q.M.
